You may feel that you have a “right" to think your neigh 
bor is a crook, or hia wife immoral. But you'd better be careful 
about saying so. The libel and slander laws will catch up with 
you. and you will find that your “ right to an opinion" doesn't 
get you far in the courtroom.

Again, you may believe that you know just what is wrong 
with someone who is sick. But if you give medical advice, and 
take pay for it, once more you will be in trouble

trained layman, you have no “right'* to a medical opinion. That 
goes for other profeaaiona also. 
Go farther with the question. Perhaps you think that your 
electric wiring is all light, or your chimney okay. Your family 
takes your judgment— they decide you have “a right to your 
opinion." Then a fire start*, someone is hurt. Aren't you mot 
ally responsible? 
What good was your right to an opinion in the matter, if 
the opinion was wrong?
